ORDER 



Considering the Plaintiffs Motion for Temporary Restraining Order and 
Preliminary Injunction: 

The Court finds that Defendants' continued efforts to prevent Plaintiff from 
displaying her holiday lights will result in an infringement of Plaintiffs rights of 
free speech and due process, and that the Plaintiff has demonstrated a likelihood of 
succeeding in her argument that this infringement is impermissible under the First 
and Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constitution. Accordingly, 

IT IS ORDERED ADJUDGED, and DECREED that Plaintiffs' 
Motion for Temporary Restraining Order is hereby GRANTED. Plaintiff is 
permitted to restore her lighted display, and Defendants the CITY OF DENHAM 
SPRINGS, JIMMY DURBIN, SCOTT JONES, and their respective agents or 
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employees, are hereby enjoined from interfering with Plaintiffs holiday display or 
retaliating against Plaintiff in any fashion for exercising her First Amendment- 
protected rights. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that Defendants must appear before
